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1. On 2 July 1951 the Pukien Military Area (FMA) and the Army Group held their 
first meeting of representatives of Model Heroes (i it 1% Fe AX, &) in all 
armed force units under their control at Foochow, Those attending included 
commander YEH Fel (i 7), political commissar CHANC Ting-ch' ene (i # &). 
deputy volitical commissar LIU Ptei~shan (| +% <.), political department 
head GHOU Sku (1) 444), 135 Model Heroes representing the 25, 28, 29, and 
30 Armies, the provincial military district's S pply and Service Command, and 
various other armed units, public security units. and militia units. This meet- 
ing lasted for ten days and adjourned on 11 July. 


2, & comprehensive appraisal was made of results achieved in exterminating 
guerillas, coastal defense, amphibious training, land reform, and suprres= 
sion of counter-revolutionaries. In addition, acclaim was given to the hero- 
ic achievements of the 135 Model Herne. 


3, CHEN I's cable of congratulations was read on the third day of the 
meeting. In thiz cable CH'EN urged them all, as Model Heroes, to set ex- 
amrles end exert their leadership in training troops to build a strong, 
modern uational defense force, as well as coastal defense operations and campaigns 
to eliminate pirates. He also seid they face a hard fight to complete sucess- 
fully the liberation of Chinmen end Teiwan. 


4, The 135 representativesattending the meeting elected 20 of their number | 
who were then named Combat Heroes of the FMA, Combet Heroes in Anti-Bandit 
Campaigns, or Model Workers (or Officers) of the Armed Forces. YEH Fed 
personally presented awards to these persons. 


De LIU Ptet-shan, at the final session of the meeting, called upon all rre- 
sent to intensify troop training for the Chinmen and Taiwan liberation 
as goon as they returned to their units. He emphasized the necessity of 
their knowing fully how to repulse any aggressive Landings which might 
be made by the “American tmperieliste and the Taiwan remnent bandits." 
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The FMA headquarters called a meeting of military leaders under ite 
command immediately upon the conclusion of the conference of Model 
Bevees. This meeting was held at the Literary Drama Theater on Eastern 
Street, i: Foochow city. Dally sessions were hel d between 7 FM. 

and 11 FM. from 27 July to 1 August. Seventy-four persons attended, 
iveluding army, divisional and regimental commanders, political 
commissars, heade of military training organizations, and commanders 
ang political commissars of the military regions. 


The problems discussed during this meeting were: (a) final appraisal 
af the troop training work for the firet half of 1951; (») final 
appreigal of the campaign for exterminating seattered bandits during 

the firet half of 1951; (ce) review'of the reeruiting and training 

of Local militia units; end (d) review of construction of defense works 
throughout Fukien. foward the end of the meeting, the discussion turned to © 
the Chinmen situation. Those present reached the conclusion that, under 
She present circumstances, it is necesesry to annihilate the Nationalist 
rummants along the coagst in order ¢o aafeguard the Fukien seacoast. They 
all expressed a willingness to atruggle for the liberation of Chinmen and 
Meteu (6) 44) Islonde. 


1. MEM comment. It is common practice among the Chinese Communists 
to make o general appraisal of achievement upon completing one mis- 
sion, before they begin the next. At these meetings Model Heroes 
are usually elected to encourage officers and men to undertake their 
new assignments with greater zeel. The meeting described above is an 
indication that the anti~bandit campaign (which has been going on for 
two year) is pow being concluded. The new mission, of course, is the 
iiberation of Chinmen and faiwan. 


eee Comment. It can be concluded from the discussion at thia 
mosting that the Chinese Commaniats are valting for an opportunity 
$o a&tack Chinmen and Matau Ielande. Howerer, no Chinese Commnis¢ 
aetivities to mobilize suppert for such en attack have yet become 
apperent in the Foochow area. Consequently, it can be concluded that 
such an attack will not occur within the nex$ month or two. 
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
